2. How many Kentucky American Water Company residential accounts were shut off 

for non-payment in the time period 12/1/2004 through 11/30/2005? 

3. How many Kentucky American Water Company residential accounts were shut off 

for non-payment in the time period 12/1/2005 through 11/30/2006? 

4. How many Kentucky American Water residential accounts received benefits through 

the Help To Others program or its predecessor Water for Life in each year 2003, 

2004, 2005, 2006 and 2007? 

5. How many Kentucky American Water residential accounts were shut off for non-

payment in each year 2003, 2004, 2005, 2006 and 2007? 
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6. What is the total amount of funding Kentucky American Water has contributed in 

each year 2003, 2004, 2005, 2006 and 2007 to programs that directly assist its 

customers who have difficulty paying their bills? 

7. How much have Kentucky American Water ratepayers, through voluntary donations 

given through billing statements, contributed to the Help To Others program or its 

predecessor Water for Life in each year 2003, 2004, 2005, 2006, and 2007?
